DRAFT REGULATIONS 

In the Employees ’ State Insurance (G eneral) Regulations, 1950; 

1. In regulation 44, the following proviso may be added; 

“Provided that in case of permanent disablement benefit and dependants’ benefit, claim shall be required 
to be made only for the first payment and no claim shall be required for subsequent periodical payments.” 

2. In regulation 76-A, the words, “a claim, covering, except in the case of a first payment, a period of one or 
more complete calendar months in Form 14 for claiming permanent disablement beoefif ’ shall be substituted 
with the words, “a claim, for receiving the first payment of permanent disablement benefit in Forra-14.” 


3. In regulation-83-A; 

^ (i) the heading “Submission of claims for periodical payments of dependants’ benefit.—”, shall be 

' substituted by the heading “Submission of claim for dependants’ benefit. ^ 

(ii) the words, “a claim covering, except in the case of first or a final payment, a period of one or more 
complete calendar months in Form 16” shall be substituted with the words, “a claim for receiving 
first payment of dependants’ benefit in Form 16.” 

4. In regulation 107; the words, “at six monthly intervals, with the claim for December and June” shall be 
substituted with the words, “in January”. 

5. In regulation 107-A, the words, “at six monthly intervals, with the claim for December and June” shall be 
substituted with the words, “in January”. 

6. In regulation 107-B, the words, “ in every six months”, shall be substituted with the words, “every year.” 

7. Existing Form-14 and Form-16 shall be substituted with the enclosed new Form-14 and Form-16.
